Section 1 That it shall be unlawful
fcr any person to treat or give toj an
other person any spirituous vinous or
malt liquors wines ot or any
other intoxicating beverages
in any saloon barroom or other place
where intoxicating drinks are soli

riected therewith and any who
violates the provisions of this
be fined not less than 10 or more than
25 for each offense and any saloon

keeper or other retail vender of intoxi
eating drinks who dells intoxicants to
one person to give to another person
knowing same are to be drunk in said

or barroom or other room or
building adjoining same connected
therewith shall in to the
